ALLOWANCE 
REMARKS 

The After-final amendment filed by Applicant on 04/18/08 has been 
acknowledged. In the Office action mailed on 02/26/08, claim 59 was objected for being 
dependent on a rejected claim, but was indicated to be allowable if it is written as an 
independent claim. 

Claims 1-46, 58, and 60-72 are currently pending. Applicant amended 
independent claims 1 and 58, incorporating the allowable subject matter indicated in the 
previous Office action. Claims 18, 19, 33, 35, 36, 39, 43 and 44, which were previously 
withdrawn from consideration by the Examiner, are hereby rejoined. 

The double patenting rejection cited in the previous Office action has been 
withdrawn in light of the amendments. 

The claim rejection under 35 U.S.C. section 112 cited in the previous Office 
action has been withdrawn in light of Applicant's arguments and reconsideration of the 
Specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-46, 58, and 60-72 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Empedocles et al. (US 2002/0031783 A1) disclose microbeads comprising a 
code that can be transformed into a holographic signal by filtering the code through a 
wavelength dispersive element. However, Empedocles et al. do not disclose a 
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microbead comprising a holographic code wherein the code is defined by refractive 
index variations extending along the longitudinal axis of the microbead.
